OTING ON SCHOOL BONDS. 

Citizens of the Glendale High School 
@istrict will be asked to vote in a special 
election Friday to ratify an issue of $425,- 
000 of bonds for new buildings and exten- 
sions. The present plant needs enlarge- 
ment. Of that there is no doubt; but the 
proposition to be voted on contemplates 
the purchase of the Masonic Temple and 
other high-priced frontage on Brand boule- 
vard to be included in the building pro- 
gramme. To this many taxpaying heads of 
families throughout the district—which in- 
cludes parts of Eagle Rock and Burbank— 
naturally object. They declare that Brand 
boulevard is one o® the liveliest and most 
congested business thoroughfares in any 
suburban city and a modern institution for 
study has no place in the thick of it. It 
would be much the same as if the Los An- 
geles Board of Education should buy the 
Grauman Theater and tear it down to make 
room for @ high-schooj cinder track. These 
conservative residents want an enlarged 
and better school, but their pro- 
vides for temporary changes that im- 
mediately increase the capacity of present 
buildings and the purchase of a well-located 
site of ten acros or more and its pre 
tion for the needé@ of a central high schoo! 
for @ commugity of 50,000 inhabitants. 


POLITICAD SECRETARY. 

President Wilson has selected a man 
Who fs “thoroughly in accord with the 
League of Nations and all other of the 
President's views of public interest” for the 
new Secretary of State. To be sure, Mr. 
Colby, the new Secretary, is without diplo- 
matic experience and is wholly unacquaint- 
ed with affairs of state; but it was palpably 
impossible for the President to find any 
man. either in the State Department or the 
Democratic party, thoroughly in sympathy 
with the President's views on ALL public 
questions. A man who declares himself in 
accord with the views of another, when 


those views have not been uttered, admits 


that he has no fixed views of his own. The 
‘experience of seven years shows pretty 
clearly that President Wilson cannot toler- 


ate men of individual opinions in hie of- 


ficial family; but only those who are able 
to take dictation can hope to qualify. The 
President would save himself much annoy- 
ance, and the country some concern, ff he 
would select his Cabinet officers from the 
civil service. He would find there a glassi- 
fied list of those who are able to take dic- 
tation rapidly and repeat it exactly. 
Bainbridge Colby, has fitted himself, how- 
ever, by long experience in political servi- 
tude, to serve as a member of President 
Wilson's Cabinet. He is a political sojdier 
of fortune who has served alternately as a 
Republican, a Bull Moose and 4d Democrat, 
but always in. a subordinate position. He 
hegan under Boss Platt as a Republican. 
When his faction lost in New York State 
politics he went over to the Pull Moose. 
When that breed of politician became ex- 
tinct he joined what the New York World 
terms the “Wilson party” and has figured 
more or less in the public service since. He 
has already served on the Shipping Board 
and the Emergency Fleet Corporation. 
While there is nothing in his previous 
record that would qualify him on merit for 
a position as Secretary of State, there is 


much that fits him for a political manipu- 


Jator; and his selection has naturally raised 
the question as to whether Mr. Wilson as- 
pires to dictate the Democratic nomination 
for President this rear. During the memo- 
rable Chicago convention of 1912 Mr. Colby 
Was in nominal charge of the contesting 
Roosevelt delegations. He was then re- 
garded as the most adroit manipulator on 
the Bull Moose staff. In fact, his career 
in New York politics is similar to that of 
Meyer Lissner in California; and they have 
been equally unsuccessful as far as national 
elections are concerned. After the collapse 
of the Progressive party Colby joined the 
Wilson forces in New York, and the State 
gave a big majority for Hughes: Lissner 
joined the Hughes forces in California, 
and the Ftate went for Wilson. It is partly 
by reason of the hoodoo Colby has always 
carried with him that Democratic leaders 
are pained and Republican leaders amused 
at' the President's selection. 

While the Democrats of the Senate op- 
posed Mr. Colby’s appointment as a mem- 
ber of the Shipping Board, and confirma- 
tion was secured only by Republican votes, 
it is not likely that Senate opposition will 
develop to confirmation of his selection as 
Secretary of State. The attitude of the 
Senate has been to give to the President 
free rein in the selection of Cabinet tim- 
ber. As a Cabinet-maker~he has been so 
uniformly unsuccessful that the Senate has 
no desire to assume part responsibility for 
his products. 

Chief interest centers about the question 
whether the new Secretary of State will 


-be expected to try to organize the Wilson 


party for the coming campaign. The Pres- 
ident seems to labor under the impression 
that he is as popular with the people of the 
country as he was in 1918. He is said to 
attribute the Republican trend in the nation 
to the unpopularity of the Democratic polli- 
ticilans. Mr. Wilson does not seem to un- 
derstand that his personal popularity was 
due in a large part to his power to give a 
concrete expression to the aims and aspira- 
tions of the American people. If the Presi- 
dent were as vigorous physically and as 
alert mentally as he was in 1916 he would 
still be a’ powerful, perhaps a dominating, 
force in American politics. But his physical 
collapse has deprived ifim of his most ef- 
fective weapons. The country now remem- 
bers his long list of failures as an execu- 
tive officer. 

Other Presidents have been accused of 
permitting political bossed to dictate their 
appointments; but the record is of itself 
indisputable evidence that the men selected 
did much better than the intellectual ap- 
pointees of President Wilson. The value 
of this experience is to accentuate the fact 
that something more than sincerity of pur- 
pose ig necessary for one holding an execu- 
tive position. It is a case where an ounce 
of practical experience is worth a pound 
ot theory. No one imagines that Herbert 
Hoover would make as successful a pub- 
li¢ speaker as Woodrow Wilson has been: 
but few believe Hoover would or could 
make the mistakes that the President has 
made in selecting heads for the great govr- 
ernment departments. 

In naming Bainbridge Colby for Secre 
tary of State the President has added to 
the existing confusion in Democratic poll- 
tics, and who will question that the public 
service has been weakened by the exchange 
of Lansing for Colby? ‘The collapse of the 
administration somehow reminds one of 
that of the big German offensive in 1918: 
and prospects are that the Democratic 
forces will be in as dire straits by Novem- 
ber as were those under Vén Hindenburg 
in November of that year.

E ROAD TO HAPPINESS. 

There have been almost as many an- 
swers to the question, why is the cost of 
living high? as there are individuals capa- 
ble of giving the problem coherent thought. 
More, indeed, because some of the answers 
show a lamentable lack of either coherent 
or cohesive thought and wander at large 
through the realm of phantasy. ‘ 

The Times has wondered and has asked 
the whereabouts of the millions which for- 
merly went to placate John Barleycorn. 
These millions are stil) circulating, even 
though John has laid him down to pleasant 
dreams. Nothing was so easily spent as 
booze money. A man would cheerfully pay 
$3 for a round of drinks who would bite 
his wife if she asked him for six bits for 
the ice man, and it is this same sort of reck- 
less spending, regardless of return, which 
has been going on to the fattening of the 
profiteer and the booming of, retail trade 
in all sorts of luxurious gew-gaws. 

It is estimated that $1,000,000 was spent 
for liquor every day in New York City 
alone, and it is agreed that much of this 
sum and the other millions which were 
passed over the bars throughout the cotn- 
try is now going, in large paft, into the 


coffers of amusement purveyors and silk- 


shirt vendors. 

Men who were accustomed to spend a 
considerable sum on booze felt that they 
must keep the outlet open. They conceived 
that the only real use for money was to 
speed its parting, and it ia this fund, to no 
inconsiderable degree, which has necessi- 
tated the opening of new stores and the en- 
larging of so many retail] establishments to 
keep pace with the liquidation. 

This particular hang-over is wearing off. 
Merchants report a lessening demand for 
the nonessentials. Cotton goods are no 
longer held in quite the contempt they were 
held in a few months ago, and those who 
observe such phenomena assert that there 
is occasionally a woman to be seen who 
wears lisle hose instead of the cugfomary 
silk. 

So we enter upon the hew era. Prosper- 
ity is to continue; demand is to continue: 
our budget ‘will remain higher than it was 
before the war, but so will our earning ca- 
pacity. The point is that the fever is abat- 
ing; clarity of mental] vision fs returning; 
we are learning that the way to enjoy a 
$10 or a $100 or a $1000 unit of unfamiliar 
profit is not to throw it out of the window 
just for the fun of seeing the boys scramble 
for it, but first to produce more than we 
spend, to differentiate between what we 
think we want and what we actually need 
for right living. to remember that true hap- 
niness and personal and national solvercy 
and the right to look every man in the eve 
and be able to tell him to go to thunder 
lies in remembering and practicing the ad- 
monition of Robert Louis Stevenson to 
“earn a little and spend a little less.” 


OMING FINANCIAL CONGRESS. 

Some time in March the world’s fore- 
most economists and financial experts will 
meet, probably at The Hague, to survey 
the world’s economic condition and work 
out metheds for the economic rehabilita- 
tion of Europe. The United States will not 
be officially represented, but will partict 
pate privately. 

The financial situation is unparalleled in 
the world’s history. To meet it requires an 
extension of credit undreamed of by any 
nation. 

The decline in foreign exchange was pre- 
cipitated by the shutting off of credits by 
the United States. We are a creditor na- 
tion, the balance in trade for 1919 alone be- 
ing four billions. 

During the first two years of the war Fu- 
rope met her obligations by selling back 
to us American securities, by private loans, 
and shipment of Vast quantities of gold to 
the United States. After our entrance into 
the war European credit was backed in this 
country by the United States government 


to the amount of ten billions of dollars. 


Great Britain now leads with the largest 
per capita Indebtedness of $817.04. France 
comes next with $768.11 per capita. Ene- 
land, better off financially than others, has 
a ratio of reserve to outstanding notes of 
8 per cent. Contrast this with the ratio of 
gold reserve to notes in the United States, 
which averages about 45 per cent. Eng- 
land’s money goes only two-thirds as far as 
formerly; France's money less than one- 
balf and Italy's not quite a third. Other 


European money has almost ceased to hav¢ 
any value. 

The politica] condition Is always one of 
the big determining factors in the economic 
situation. The work of reconstruction 
abroad is greatly hindered by the faflure 
of the American Senate to ratify the treaty 
of peace. Under such circumstances for- 
eign nations have been unable to arrange 
credits to secure food and necessary raw 
materials. Idleness and starvation blight 
Europe today. Political and social unrest 
over there is breeding Bolshevism, which 
must react on America. The governments 
are unable even to meet the interest on our 
loans. The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has practically agreed to extend 
time for payment of interest to three years. 

Former Secretary Glass has said: “Eu- 
rope must go to work.” But how? The 
Europeans must have food and raw mate- 
rials upon which to work. How will they 
get both? The United States is the one 
great source of the world’s supply of food 
and raw material today. America must 
give credit. The government has done its 
share and the burden must now be assumed 
by the investors of America. 

Congress has recently passed the Fdge 
foreign finance law and the Webb law, 
which afford our people a practical and ef.- 
fective means of rendering aid to Europe. 
The Edge law permits of the organization 
of corporations which may operate in all 
parts of the world, outside of the United 
States itself. These corporations securing 
capital from pPfivate investors in the United 
States may advance money to foreign buy- 
ers with which to purchase goods from 
American firms. Tey will secure them- 
selves by mortgages on real or personal 
property of the foreign buyers. The Webb 
law permits combinations for the sale of 
American goods abroad. ese laws will 
also ald in building up our foreign trade 
with South America and the Orient. 

Belgium has got down to work. England 
has increased her exports 100 per cent. 
France will be necessarily slow tn economic 
readjustment; Her industrial section being 
almost ruined by the Germans duriog the 
period invasion. 

Mr. Vanderlip recently said: “Europe 
can only be reconstructed with the aid of 
America. Credits must come from our {n- 
vestment funds, and only for food and raw 
materials. Credits must be on a compre- 
hensive scale and no areas must be left 
helpless. Want and idleness are apt to 
lead to political revolution which ig a com- 
municable disease.” 3 


INDEPENDENCE HALL A NECESSITY. 

Independence hall came into existence 
without any thought of the part it was des- 
tined to play in the birth of the nation. 
Necessity réally created it. It appears, 
from documents wel! authenticated, that the 
provincial assembly of Pennsylvania had 
been meeting in a house, annually rented in 
Philadelphia, until May 1, 1729. It was 
shortly after this date that the assembly 
voted £2000 ($10,000) toward the purchase 
of ground for the buiflding and its construc- 
tion. It was designed by Andrew Hamilton, 
a barrister of Philadelphia, who in making 
his plans, provided for two wings, one of 
them Congress hall. In 1732 ground for the 
bufiding was broken but the construction 
dragged on for some years before the work 
was finished, although certain rooms were 
used for some years before the whole was 
completed. 

Construction of Congress hall began in 
1787, ard was completed in 1789, and the re- 
maining wing of Independence hall, known 
as “City hall,” was started in 1789 and fin- 
ished in 1791.—[Detroit News. 


THE WORLD’S HIGHEST VILLAGE. 

The little village of Karzok in Kashmir 
is said by a writer in L’Astronomie to be 
the highest in the world. Its altitude is 
14.946 feet. The buildings consist of a few 
wretched stone houses and a smal! Buddhist 
monastery. 

Kashmir is the most northerly State of 
India and lies wholly in the Himalaya 
Mountains. Not far from its eastern border 
is Mt. Everest, the loftiest peak, so far as 
known, in the world.

ART AND AUNT MARIA.

Imaginative humor, heretofore re- 
pressed and* smothered by the grim 
economic struggle for red plush fur- 
pniture, chromos and Peruna, has not 
only broken forth in the art gallery 
at Exposition Park, but it has kicked 
over the traces and run amuck. 

Canvases which have taken seri- 
ous, intelligent men years to develop 


and paint remind these incipient 
Taines and embryenic Berensons of 
“firecrackers,” ‘s**ambled eggs” 
and “delirium trem is,” just as “A 
Nude Descending the Stairway” in 
the Armory Show recalled to one 
New York critic “an explosion in a 
shingle factory.” 

American culture has. been defi- 
nitely retarded by this attitude of 
ridicule toward whatever was new 
in intellectual ideas or whatever was 
incomprehensible at the first casual 
glance. We are the only people in 
the world who boast proudly of be- 
ing “lowbrows” and 
and who use the adiective “high- 
brow” (namely, intelligent, educat- 
ed, cultured, serious-minded, ideal- 
istic) as a*term of opprobrium and 
contempt. 

But to ridicule the pictures now 
on view at Exposition Park can be’ 
enly a confession of ignorance. All 
new excursions into the fleld of 
knowledge have been met with ridi- 
cule and impromptu “humor;"” but, 
despite that ridicule, the new Has 
persisted, m time becoming the old 
and accepted. Even Weber, the sup- 
posediy great musical critic, after 
hearing the first performance of 
Peethoven'’s “Beventh Symphony,” 
declared that its composer had at 
last entirely lost his mind and 
should, in the interests of true mu- 
sic, be incareerated! 

Throughout the entire evolution 
of painting this hostility toward In- 
novation and originality has been 
aggressively manifest. But no one 
laughs any more at Monet, Courbe 
Pissarro, Degas and Renoir, al- 
though there was a time when each 
of these painters was confronted by 
jibes and sneers; and each one sup- 
plied the associative materia! for a 
camorra of imaginative humorists— 
humorists, alas! who have died un- 
sung and gone to face their Maker 
without leaving behind them the 
slightest. impress upon an adaman- 
tine world: whereas the canvases 
they attacked with their corruscat- 
ing and blinding wit have now taken 
thelr place among the imperishable 
glories of the world. 

REPRESENTATIVE WORK. 


The pictures in the present exhi- 
bition are adequately representative 
of the best work being done by the 
modern men in America. There is 
not a painting here which is not a 
genuine and sincere effort on the 
part of a conscientious artist to ex- 
press some vital idea in the realm 
af the new esthetics. Not one man 
represented in this exhibition is 
either a charlatan or a maniac; and 
there is nota picture or view which, 
in the Wight of the new ideal, does 
not strive to be logically and intel- 
ligibly constructed in accordance 
with the new creative spirit which 
is now animating the world of art. 

In many instances this ideal may 
not have been attained. There are 
many pictures, in fact, which I do 
not personally care for and which, | 
believe, have fallen short of realiza- 
tion. Also one may disagree with 
the fundamental ideag which have 
animated the canvases. But there 
are no pictures which, when under- 
stood, are not worthy of respect and 
which do not represent something 
alive and potential along the lines 
ef a new expression. 

And this new expression, what- 
ever ita present defects and short- 
comings, will endure, for it is too 
Closely related to life to be alien- 
ated by cheap humor or discouraged 
hy ridicule. The day will come 
when the pictures in this exhibition 
will not seem bizarre and tncompre- 
hensible; and ¥ believe that if those 
persons who are sincerely interested 
fm painting will strive conscientious- 
ly to find their way into the new 
territory, instead of scoffing and re- 
fusing to follow the artist in his 
complicated efforts, they wil} in 
time arrive at a comprehension of 
the new work. 

Modern painting is not a fad; it is 
not a transient aspect of art. The 
false prophets have been predicting 
its death for years, just as they pre-

A LOGICAL PROGRESS. 


Beginning with Constable, Tur- 
fer, Delacroix, Daumier and Cour- 
bet, modern painting has p 
and developed logically for a cen- 
tury. The pictures at Exposition 
Park are a direct result of this 
sWeeping progressus, just as the 
men of the early nineteenth century 
were a direct result of ancient art. 
Pasically the new men are striving 
for nothing more than that for which 
the older men strove. Their meth- 
ods and processes, however, are not 
#0 obvious, and herein lies the @if- 
fienlty of understanding them. 

But bear this in mind: the endur- 
ing qualities of the older paintings 
—that say, those qualities 
which give them an esthetic emo- 
tion and make one old master great- 
er than another—are the precise 
qualities which are to be found in 
all significant modern paintings. 
The unessentials have, in large part, 
been eliminated. And. in addition, 
there have been advances made in 
the means and methods of painting. 

Everyone knows, for instance, 
that of two different Renaissance 
paintings of a Madogna and Child 
one may be a great plece of art 
while the other may be artistically 
worthless. It is neither the subject 
matter nor the painter's approxima- 
tion to nature which makes his work 
great: it is the inherent qualities of 
order, rhythm, composition and 
form. ; 

Now the modern men, in the matin, 
are striving to divest these funda- 
mental qualities of all superficial 
matter, to state them purely. and, br 
so doing, to increase the emotional 
reaction of the picture, To be sure, 
it is difficult for the average untu- 
tored spectator to recognize these 
qualities without the easily-trace- 
able and understood objects with 
which they are familiar — trees, 
houses, people and the like. But, 
once he has adjusted his vision, he 
will find that the pleasure he de- 
rives from modern painting will 
more than compensate bim for the 
intellectual] effort he must exert to 
curb his bubbling humor and to 
force himself into a new and dificult 
realm. 

NEW STANDARD NEEDED. 

To understand the significance of 
any painting, whether ancient ofr 
modern, it is necessary to revise our 
present method of judgment. Prej- 
udice, personal taste, metaphysics 
and even the predilections of senti- 
ment still govern the world’s judz- 
ments and appreciations. We are 
slaves to the accuracy with which 
an agtist delineates hig subject. We 
beam caressingly at mere prettiness 
of design. <A certain portrait re- 
minds us of dear old Aunt Mary and 
in consequence takes on an added 
esthetic significance. 

There is, in fact, a whole suite of 
irrelevant considerations by which 
we gauge the merits of a painting. 
ignoring the organic and intellectual 
qualities of a work of art. We even 
like certain landscapes because they 
remind us of scenes in which we 
have wooed or wandered in amorous 
meditation. 

It is the common thing to find 
criticisms—-even from the supposed- 
ly highest sources—which praise or 
condemn a picture according to the 
nearness of its approach to the real- 
ity of its subject. A.certain paint- 
ing does or does not look like a 
real cow—and the picture, as 
a result, is or is not a work 
of art! Since when was a cow a 
work of art? Recently there came 
a painter to our fair city who spe- 
cialized im portraying corn on the 
cob. Whenever he finished a pic- 
ture he placed it in the barnyard, 
Jf the chickens tried to peck it he 
knew he had achieved a master 
piece. If they passed it by Indif- 
ferently and without a hungry look 
he took it back to his studio (with 
e northern exposure, no doubt) and 
sweat more blood upon it until it 
completely deceived the Barred 
Rocks and Buff Orpingtons. , 

Well, modern painting cares little 
for the opinion of barnyard fowls. 
Were realism. the object of art, 
painting would be a matter of pho- 
tography. With a kodak anyone with 
sufficient intelligence to squeeze a

The immediate necessity for sev- 
eral new buildings at the Btate Hos- 
pital for the Ineane in Norwalk is 
seen by Dr. Applegate, newly> 
elected supertntendént of the Institu- 
tion, who Mavee today for the State 
Hospital at Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, to 
clese up an administration which 
has lasted nineteen years. He will 
return to Southern California and 
take op his new work within «a 
month. 

Discussing the Norwalk Inetitu- 
tion yesterday, Dr. Applegate said 
that he had not had an opportunity 
to make a study ef ite various needs, 
but that ‘he realized its present over- 
crowded condition and the need for 
the erection of several new buildings 
this year. He e@ys sites for an ad- 
mintetration bullding end several 
cottages pf cement have siready 
been staked out, but that he fears 
the cost of a will be so 
great tht the buliding pro- 
gramme cannot be carfied out. 

“One thing I plan is the exten- 
sion of the poultry department when 
I take up my Work at Norwalk.” Dr.
